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DETAILED ACTION 



Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment 



1. The reply filed April 7, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 

because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The Restriction Requirement mailed January 6, 2003 required election of a 
single invention from Groups I or II and a further election of species depending 
on the Group elected. Applicant elected Group I for examination. Applicant has 
not elected any species whatsoever and thus the reply is not fully responsive. 
Please note the following requirement which has been reiterated from the 
Restriction Requirement, paragraph 7:

from the following patentably distinct species. Claims 1-5 and 10-13 are 
generic. 

Species of biomolecule 

A. Nucleotidic (e.g. claims 6-8) 

B. Peptidic (e.g. claim 9) 

The species are distinct, each from the other, because their structures 
and modes of action are different. They would also differ in their 
reactivity and the starting materials from which they are made. 
Therefore, the species have different issues regarding patentability and 
represent patentably distinct subject matter. 



Therefore, to be responsive, applicant must elect a species as set forth in the previous 
action and reiterated above.
